EDITOR 


THERE has been quite a lot of discus- 
sion recently about the strength, or 
otherwise, of the Australian national 
squad to play in the Merlion Cup com- 
petition in Singapore. 

Most critics seem well satisfied with 
the 22 names chosen by coach Les 
Scheinflug, although ASW was critical 
of some of the selections. 

We were talking about the squad with 
one of the most knowledgeable 
coaches in the National League and he 
came out with a statement which 
started us thinking. 

This coach, whose name need not be 
mentioned, declared bluntly : 
“Scheinflug should have restricted his 
squad to Australian-born or Australian- 
developed players. Soccer in this 
country has grown up. It has Sharon 
the necessity to rely on foreign players 
when a national team is selected.” 

An interesting comment. But is it a 
feasible idea ? Are the locals 
enough to keep the imports out of the 
Australian team ? 

When you look at the names on 
Scheinflug’s 22-man list, it suggests 
that, despite all the well-meaning talk, 
Australia is still not producing enough 
local talent. 

There are nine imports. That is surely 
too many i'1 a 22-player squad. 

Could Australia travel to Singapore 

without them ? 

Examine some of the names : — Joe 

Watson, David Ratcliffe, Phil O’Connor, 
j Ken Murphy, Gary Cole, Jimmy Camp- 

bell, Jimmy Cant, Alex Robertson and 
| Tony Henderson. 

There is a lot of genuine talent there. 

But it appears to be a safety-first squad. 
| Success in the Merlion tournament is 
apparently the vital consideration. 

Maybe Scheinflug is right to think 
along these lines. He wants to keep his 
national coaching job and success in 
Singapore would undoubtedly streng- 
then his case. 

Yet we must fee! sad about so many 
good young Aussie-bred players mis- 
sing the boat — or the jet plane. 

Surely the squad would not have 
been seriously weakened if, in place of 
some of the imported players, locals 
had been selected. 

A tew names that come to mind...0s- 
car Crino, Paul Kay, Tony Dakos, Ray 
Viietstra, Gary Phillips, Steve Blair, 
Steve Glockner, Joe Senkalski, lan

Probably there are good reasons why 
some were not picked for the Singapore 
jaunt. . .perhaps injury or unavailability. 
But most of them would have been 
thrilled to win places in the squad. 

Maybe the dream of an all-Australian 
team Is not ready to become reality yet. 
Possibly, for the really important tour- 
naments, Australia must continue to 
use foreign-born talent. 

But does it really have to be used in 
such large numbers ? 

It would be a refreshing move — 
though quite a large gamble — to see 
Australia represented in the near future 
by a squad of locals. 

Be sure such players would fight till

ward to October 30.” 


West team manager, 
Mr Rarigines 
said West were in, pe 
the fact that they had 
“unloaded” some players. 

“While we have trim- 
med down the squad we 
are merely trying out 
ogee for ae year, 

moving on players we 
don’t want, or who don’t 
want to stay,” he said. 

“Yes, we have had 
money difficulties this 
season — the same as al- 
most any other club — 
and while we are not rich, 
we are certainly better off 
than we were last year. 

“We have never consi- 
dered withdrawing from 
the NSL.” 

West has advertised for 
coaches for all its teams 
for 1984, ‘with present

to apply. 

He was Vest’s assistant, 
and is keen to keep the job 
for next season.

DARK CONTINENT 
LOOKS BRIGHT 
IN SOCCER

THE wide gap that used to exist between the top recognised Soccer countries of the world 


and the so called “underdeveloped Soccer nations” is quickly being bridged. 


This was very evi- 
dent in last year’s 
World Cup final 
series in Spain 
where many of the 
“underdeveloped 
nations” performed 
with great dexterity. 


The footballing minnows 
Aloe se pamenon; 
lgeria, Honduras ans 
New Zealand came away 
from the series with their 
were lee high, far from 

isgraced. 

Tn June our own Soc- 
ceroos gave England the 
fright its life and in the 
same month in Mexico 
Les Scheinflug'’s Yo 
Socceroos proved beyoi 
any doubt that at youth 
level Australia is as good 
as the best of them. 

Progess and develop- 


ment however must 


maintained and increased 
if we are to in step 
with the rest of the world 


and qualify for the big 
one in Mexico in 1986. 

‘There is no reason why 
this can’t continue as at 
the ‘ee time we have 
the best crop of young 
players ever to be devel- 
oped in Australia. 

It is also a good time to 
compare our own develop- 
ment with that of other 
‘ambitious nations striv- 
ing to reach the top in 
world football. 


A man who is in a posi- 
tion to make a comparison 
is Mike Wells the talented 
and hard working Direc- 
tor of Coaching of the 
South Australian Soccer 
Federation. 


Mike has recently re- 
tamed fron se visit to Be 
Tica w represent 
the Australian Govern- 


ment. 

Before this, he under- 
took a study trip to Brazil 
a country as we all know, 
right at the top of Soccer. 


Despite an economic 
crisis in all the African

“T was very impressed 
with the individual abili- 
ty of the African players 
and they bore great 
similarities to the Brazi 
lians,” Wells declared” 


“Also despite the severe 
economic crisis facing all 
of the countries I visited, 
mon ~ can still be found 
to further the advance- 
ment of football. 

“The two poorest coun- 
tries I visited were Zam- 
bia and Tanzania but both 
have signed up foreign 
coaches to work full-time 
with their national sides. 

“Zambia has the Polish 
coach Grabowski and 
Tanzania has appointed 
Englishman Geoff Hud- 


son a former Leeds Un- 


Rudi Gutendorf also spent 
time in Tanzania on be- 
half of the West German 
government oe sign- 
ing a contract in Japan. 
“Zimbabwe do not have 
a full-time coach as yet, 
but they do have a full- 
time national youth coach 
to develop their youngs-

“They also have a full- 


time office staff and de- 
spite the high price of pet- 
rol, a fleet of eight motor 
vehicles for Soccer duties.
